BT. LOUIS, Dot 1b-~Adoiphus
Busch, the muitl-milllonaire brewer,
says that he is In favor of an Income
tax law. Discussing that part of
President Roosevell's message refer-
ring to an incoms tax, Mr. Busch sald
yosterday: \

“If there werg not so many stingy
rich men in the Unitad Blates every
man with an incoms would be paying
htﬂ fair proportion of governmant
taxon

"A man with money s #0 fortunate
that I bellove he ahould be respectably
Hberal. 1 have always wondered why
it Is that thoss of ua Who BAve A0
much of this world's goodi still want
to get more and morg suUll and never
ahare our prosperity with others

“Now 1 don't want {o decry mefh ror
accumulating money, That's what 1
call thrift. We can't have too muoh
of it In this country. But this thing
of the wealthy man objecting hecauss
tha government wants o pul on a tax
that may aftect him In silly and short-
mighted.”

wWoodrow  Wilson, president of
Prinoeton Univeraity, came out agalnst
the ingoma tax, and In fayor of propar
application of prosent laws, rather than
the passage of new laws, in an address
at the banquet of the Southern Bocle-
Professor Wilson sald:

"Wa hive reverence enough for the
laws, if It ba an evidoncs of ‘revers
ance that we think that making law
contista of logislation, 1 don't know
that this country needs any meore laws,
T think we have luws epough. What
this country needs I o' more mearch-
Ing nrocosk in the applloation of the
lawa, and less regard for persons In
that applleation,

It {n proposed now that taxes shall
ba punitive; that men shall be ‘puns
fshed for getting rich, A government
which has & diseriminating tarl: it oon-
nat in gonsdlence punish A man for
wottlng rich. In my opinion there In
only ong sort of tarift  that In just, and
that (s o tarlff that does pot- diserim-
fmate. 1 know of only one legitimate
object of taxation, and that fa 'to pay
the expenses of ths government."

MADRID, Des, 15—Tha Impartinl
today says that the Spanish governs«
ment was atupafied to learn that Car-
dinal Merry Del Val, papal secretary,
had requasted the Spanish ambassador
nt Parle to take orar the archives of
the Nunolature abandoned by Montag~
athl.  The ambassador refused to 'do
